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PREFACE 



The following bibliography should provide a good starting 
point for those interested in pursuing study in the area of 
technology and social change. It is not an exhaustive bibli- 
ography of all material available in the field but should rep- 
resent a good portion of what might be called core material. 
The main emphasis is on books relating to the developing na- 
tions, although some are more general works. Titles included 
are those cited by other bibliographies, those reviewed in 
various journals ^ and those recommended by various individuals. 
The content descriptions or reviews included here. were obtained 
from these same sources. 

A glance at the table of contents will reveal the myriad 
number of topics which emerges when one begins to delve into 
the broad area of technology and social change. This bibli- 
ography is meant to be of particular use to those at Iowa State 
University as it contains only those books available in the 
Iowa State Library and it is arranged according to the subject 
headings used by the Library. This was done so that those 
using the bibliography may go to the Library's card catalog 
and look under whatever subjects are of particular interest to 
them and find other books not included in the core bibliography. 

It should also be mentioned that the subject headings used 
in this bibliography are further divided into narrower topic 
areas in the actual card catalog* For example, the titles cited 
under "Latin America" in the bibliography are actually filed in 
the card catalog under headings buch as "Latin America - Eco- 
nomic Conditions" or "Latin America - Social Conditions," etc. 

I would like to thank the many people in the Iowa State 
Library, especially Mr. Al Perdue, who offered suggestions on 
how to proceed and where to look for needed information. Many 
thanks also to the several members of the Committee on Tech- 
nology and Social Change and to others who suggested books to 
be included.
